Refer Matter to 
Education Dept. 


Attorney-General Asked by 
School Board for Ruling on 
Transportation Law 


A request from the local school com- 
mittee for an interpretation of the new 
private school transportation law has 
been referred by the attorney-general’s 
office to the department of education, it 
was stated at the latter office last night. 
The attorney-general does not rule on 
municipal matters, it was learned. The 
assistant to whom, in the absence of 
Attorney-general Dever, the local request 
went, stated however that it seemed clear 
from the law that the age of the children 
had nothing to do with the transportation 
problem. Final judgment must come from 
the department of education, however. 


Attorney-general Paul A. Dever has 
been asked by the local school department 
to rule on the question of whether or not 
the department is required to transport 
children to parochial and private schools 
when they are entering those schools at an 
age lower than the limit set for the public 
schools. A new law passed by the legisla- 
ture a year ago made it mandatory for 
public schools to take care of transporta- 
tion to parochial schools and other non- 
profit private schools “‘under the same 
conditions” as govern the transportation 
of public school students. 

There were two opinions expressed at 
the Tuesday night school board meeting 
on the interpretation of this clause, one 
that it referred to the age of the children 
and the other that it meant that children 
living a certain mileage away from the 
schools which they wished to attend 
should be transported. After a motion to 
stop transporting. five youngsters from 
Ballardvale had been amended by the sug- 
gested reference to the attorney-general, 
the suggestion was made that in the 
interim the five children should not be 
transported. The suggestion was however 
not adopted. 

About twenty children are transported 
from Ballardvale under the new law, 
including the five who were born later 
than January 1.

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Historical Society Plans Meeting 


The annual meeting of the Andover 
Historical society will be held on the eve- 
ning of Wednesday, October 27th, at 
eight o'clock, at the society’s house, 97 
Main street. Members and guests are 
cordially invited to attend.

To carry out these plans will require 
thought, money, and effort.

The income of the society is mostly 
from membership dues, from invested 
funds, and from occasional larger gifts 
for special purposes, such as that from an 
anonymous donor which is making pos- 
sible the restorations now under way. 
Memberships are of three sorts: the ordin- 
ary annual form costing one dollar; sus- 
taining memberships of five dollars or 
more, though several sustaining members 
have given fifty dollars regularly; and life 
memberships on payment of twenty-five 
dollars in one sum. Just now, the society 
especially desires more annual members at 
one dollar.

Trow. 

A portion of the invested funds arises 
from memorials, of twenty-five dollars or 
more, to Andover citizens. These are 
deposited in the Andover Savings Bank in 
the name of the person commemorated 
and only the income used. Such gifts are 
especially appropriate for an_ historical 
society; and the Andover society hopes 
for more of them in memory of friends or 
relatives of Andover citizens. 

The society holds two formal meetings 
each year, for members and their guests, 
in April and October, with informal meet- 
ings and social affairs from time to time, 
including the annual Washington’s Birth- 
day party, which has become a local insti- 
tution.

Budget.” The story of course told of 


one of the many speeches the Presi- 
dent made in his recent swing 
through the West, but the headline is 


significant in that the emphasis on | 


the ‘‘Again’” shows that even the 
President’s supporters no longer 
take seriously his many budget- 
balancing promises. 

The President evidently doesn’t 
take them seriously either. Et doesn’t 
matter to him that the average share 
of the national debt owed by the 
residents of his own state is $285. As 
the Gloucester Times recently said: 
“He has the mental habit of thinking 
that funds will somehow be provided; 
that debts may be left and not prove 
troublesome.” 

Yet the President must know, from 
his own recent reasoning on the Inter- 
national situation, that a huge Na- 
tional debt does a nation no good 
when it is in trouble. He must know 
that a boycott by Great Britain and 
the United States against Japan 
would ruin that aggressor nation, for 
the simple reason that Japan’s credit 
is no good because its national debt

's so high. Its revenues pay at pres- 
ent for not more than a third of its 
expenditures; its estimated national 
income and its national debt are 
very nearly the same. Were Great 
Britain and the United States to 
stop taking, as they now do, 50 per- 
cent of Japan’s exports and_ stop 
supplying the present 60 percent of 
the imports of raw and _ finished 
goods, Japan could find no way in 
which to purchase the things it needs 
to carry on a normal existence, let 
alone to carry on the destructive 
warfare in which it is now engaged. 

The President, from analyzing that 
situation, should know that piling up 
a National debt the way he has, fail- 
ing yearly to keep the Nation from 
going into the hole on its ordinary 
operating costs, would be just as dis- 
astrous to us in a crisis as it is today 
to Japan. And it can happen here. 

When you're in trouble, when 
you're ill and the doctor’s and hos- 
pital bills start coming in, it’s good 
to have a sound credit standing to 
carry you through your difficulties, 
and the only way to have that sound 
standing is to keep out of heavy 
debts. When a Nation is in trouble, 
it too will be far better off if its lead- 
ers have kept it on a good financial 
basis.

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«‘Man-Power and Sympathy China’s Long-Suit” 
Says Son of Andover Resident 


Letters mailed by Edward Y. Gulick at 
Massawa, Eritrea, at Bombay, at Singa- 
pore, and at Canton, indicate the progress 
of the two Yale graduates of *37 en route 
for Yale-in-China at Changsha. Their 
boat, the Conte Bianca Maro, after pass- 
ing through the Suez Canal, went down to 
the Italian port of Massawa, where it 
filled its third class with 1000 Italian 
soldiers ultimately destined for Shanghai 
and such duty as our marines afford 
American nationals. At Suez an expansive 
policeman, doubtless British, told the 
boys what difficulties Italy is experiencing 
in Ethiopia. Guerilla warfare continues 
unabated. Six Italian soldiers operating a 
tank drove through a narrow ravine 


where the natives threw petrol at them,

lit the gas, and burned them to a crisp. 
This type of thing happens frequently. 
Between disease and humid heat, on the 
one hand, and guerilla attacks on the | 
other, Italian soldiers find six months a |

Of the other stops—Aden, Bombay and 
Colombo—little was said in the letters, 
save to remark on the prostrating heat.

sang patriotic songs in honor of the Italian 
consul. A goodly number of Chinese Boy 
Seouts, returning from the Jamboree in 
Holland, were serenaded by the Chinese 
Boy Scouts of Singapore. I quote from 
Edward Gulick’s letter: “Many of them 
live in Shanghai and Nanking and are 
faced with possible calamities in their own 
families when they get home. There is q 
remarkable placidity about the way they 
take it...’ On shore there was 4 large 
Chinese delegation from a local school to 
cheer and sing for the Chinese Boy Scouts 
on the ship. 

“T met General Ho yesterday Septem- 
ber 8). He, one of Chiang Kai-Shek’s 
aides and staunch supporters, is on his 
way to join the army in Nanking, | 
believe, where he’ll take part in the active 
business of warfare. From what I can 
gather, the Chinese appear to be emo- 
tionally prepared to fight to the bitter end, 
if somewhat badly equipped to fight 
a well-equipped power like Japan... 
China’s long suit is a man power and 
sympathy from the outside world, which 
may manifest itself in a concrete form if 
Japan continues to tread on touchy for- 
eign toes. The longer the war lasts the 
more favorable it will be to China, judging 
from what these ship friends say about 
the relative stability of Chinese and 
Japanese finances.” 

Further, from the Singapore letter of 
September 10th—** Without going more 
than 500 miles from here I could manage 
to have myself eaten alive by cannibals, if 
I chose my friends carefully; or die a 
jungle death, but on board ship it all 
seems as impossible as it did in Andover 


“Our trip around Sumatra was just far 
enough away to prevent our getting even 
the merest fleeting glimpse of that inter- 
esting East Indian paradise. I am told 
that its roads are excellent, automobile 
service and hotels good, the natives inter- 
esting and the scenery marvelous, what 
with jungles and lakes and _ towering 


| mountains, some as high as 10,000 and 


15,000 feet. It is possible to take an auto- 
mobile trip from north to south Sumatra 
in a couple of weeks. 

“In Singapore John and I joined with 
four Chinese friends in hiring an auto for 
four hours to take us to the Botanical 
Garden, then off to Jahore on the main- 
land to see the Mosque and the Sultan's 
palace, some rubber plantations en route 


}and a rubber factory, small, and full of 


unsavory smells. The Sultan of Jahore has 
been in England for, and since, the Coron- 
ation, and consequently we were able to 


| see the entire palace. His dining room 1s 


large enough to seat about 100 people at 
his large table. We were not far from 
tiger, snake, and jungle life, but you never 
could have guessed it, so well civilized and 
manicured was everything. At the 200 
nearby we were able to see a tiger, a snake, 
some monkeys, leopards, and pandas, 
which had a very human look of gentle 
discouragement. 

“In two and a half days we shall bein

Thomas H. Eliot at the meeting held at 
Peabody House of the Massachusetts 
League of Women Voters. “* Now and in 
the coming years we must be thinking 
how the present law may be strengthened 
and improved to promote still further the 
general welfare of the nation,” Mr. Eliot 
said. 

Among the “incomplete coverage” of 
the present act, according to Mr. Eliot, 
are the disabled worker’s plight and the 
very few weeks’ benefit from state unem- 
ployment insurance in the beginning. The 
possibility, alarm’ng to economists, of 
creating a huge reserve bigger than the 
national debt “‘is a long time off,” and in 
the meantime we have the opportunity of 
improving the present system, Mr. Eliot 
stated after having spoken against the 
suggestion that the government raise each 
year an amount equal to the amount that 
will be paid out in benefits. He said this 
would prove unfortunate in years when 
business was bad, when incomes, wages, 
profits shrink, and when the old age de- 
mand is just as great. 

Mr. Eliot concluded by stating that the 
Supreme court had validated the social 
security law on the grounds of general 
welfare, that this emphasizes the public 
responsibility involved, and that further 
steps depend on the public demand for 
those steps. 

About 200 people were present at the 
session, presided over by Mrs. Merle 
Fainsod, president of the state league.
